When I returned to MBA as a teacher, Dr. Batten became my mentor.

Dr. Wayne Batten first joined Montgomery Bell's faculty in 1985 
after earning both a B.A. and M.A. at the University of Wyoming 
and a Ph.D. at Vanderbilt University. Dr. Batten has served the 
students of MBA as teacher, mentor, and role model for 30 years. 
During his time on The Hill, Dr. Batten began Archives , with the 
mission to promote art and creative writing and provide an outlet 
for both artistic and literary expression. Dr. Batten has also served 
as the moderator of the Philosophy Club, giving students and staff 
members the chance to discuss and debate contemporary issues 
through a philosophical lens.

Official practice began in late July with daily runs in the Warner Parks. Just before 
school began, the team traveled to its annual camp at St. Mary's Sewanee for twice- 
daily runs, teaching sessions, and evenings of the gallon challenge. The competitive 
season began with a return to the Cherokee Classic in Knoxville in mid-September, a 
meet where the team first showed the grit that would characterize its performances 
all season. Learning the day before the meet that two of our top runners would not be 
competing, the team still managed to land a strong fifth place finish against a 
competitive field of teams, many of which we would compete against at the State 
Championship. Following middling finishes at the McCallie Invitational in late 
September and the Jesse Owens Classic in early October, the team enjoyed a solid 
training phase highlighted by the annual running of the Tour de Pants, with the 2014 

pants claimed by senior Michael Milam. For 
both varsity and jv teams, the competitive 
highlight of the year was the Metro 
Championship meet where the varsity 
claimed its eighth consecutive Metro title 
and the jv reclaimed the title it has held for 
most of the past thirty-five years. The 
Harriers entered State with high hopes and 
bolstered by the largest fan base of any 
team in the meet. Though disappointed 
with the outcome on November 1, the 2014 
team was certainly not a disappointment.

This prepared the team for 
when the games started with a a 26-7 road victory over Christian Brothers High 
School. With memorable wins against teams like Memphis Hamilton High School, 
Brentwood Academy, and an epic Homecoming game against Father Ryan the 
team finished the season and started their run toward the state title with the 
second overall seed. This run involved a first round win against McCallie and an 
exciting come from behind win against the Red Raiders of Baylor.

The Big Red 
prevailed in a 10-7 nail-biter. The team celebrated their first state championship 
since 2007 at a special breakfast with the whole student body on the last day of 
classes.

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Big Red Sprints Ahead 

The 2015 edition of the Big Red Track & Field team was another success, improving 
on last year's state finish with a stirring come-from-behind surge in the last event to 
snatch Runner-Up in the state from three other teams. High points included 
continued excellence by the relay teams, hurdlers, and the distance corps, with 
significant improvements by the weight men and the sprinters. In the prestigious 
Vanderbilt Great Eight, Sam Carey ('15) won the pole vault with MBA's second best 
vault ever at 15 4 , but suffered a season-ending injury. Carey's vault remained the 
best in state throughout the entire year. For the sixth year in a row, and the 12th 
time in the last 14 years, the Big Red handily won the City Championship with a 
solid team victory.

The 2015 MBA Trap & Skeet Team completed their second successful season, 
shooting this year as a varsity team with the Tennessee Scholastic Clay Target 
Program. Twenty-seven high school students competed, and several new school 
records were set during the season. The team improved each match and 
represented the Big Red well in the Region Championship on May 30th at the 
Montgomery County Shooting Complex and the State Championship on June 27th 
at the Nashville Gun Club, the team's home field. This season, thirteen shooters 
turned in twenty-three perfect rounds (25 straight) this season, a significant 
improvement over last season when only two shooters turned in a perfect round. 
The team high score was broken several times this year, and now sits at 453 which 
was shot at the state championship. Individual high scores were also broken several 
times over the season, and Brodie Poe '16 now holds the record with a 95 that he 
turned in at the state championship. The team had two shooters, Mark Floyd '16 
and Sam Garrett '17, qualify to compete in the Junior Olympic Trap National 
Championship in Colorado Springs this July. With thirteen of the top fifteen 
shooters returning next season, the team is well positioned to accomplish even 
greater achievements next year.

Another Successful Year MATHCOUNTS 

This year was another year of successes for the 
Mathcounts, Envirothon, and Sciece Olympiad 
teams at MBA. The MBA MathCounts team 
Won the state championship in 2015. This is Big 
Red MathCounts' 9th state championship in a 

12 year span. For the individual, MBA 7th 
grader Baylor Sai was the overall winner with 
8th graders Sam DeCoster, Nikhil Peterson, and 
Julian Habermann finishing 2nd, 6th and 7th 
respectively. Both Baylor and Sam qualified for 
the national competition in Boston in May. In 
the Countdown Round competition, Julian 
Habermann placed 2nd overall. Science 
Olympiad is an international nonprofit 
organization devoted to improving the quality 
of science education, increasing student interest 
in science and providing recognition for 
outstanding achievement in science education 
by both students and teachers. This year's team 
came in first in regionals and moved on to the 
state competition. Envirothon is a high school 
environmental team competition, with subject 
areas of Forestry, Aquatics, Soils, Wildlife and 
this year's special topic, Urban Forestry. MBA 
has fielded a competitive Envirothon team for 

13 years with great success. The MBA 
Envirothon Team had a great year, with Team A 
and Team B finishing 1 and 2 in the Five Rivers 
regional competition on April 23rd, 2015.

The Big Red Debate team capped off a tremendous year in Atlanta in March as the Novice and JV teams placed first and third 
irespectively at the National Championships. Rosenthal was named the Top Speaker of the Second-year division while Jameson was the 
ninth place individual speaker. Freshmen Jack Capizzi and Ben Jablonski won the National Championship in first year policy debate at 
iWoodward Academy in Atlanta.These amazing results in Atlanta, however, weren't the only successes of the semester. At Samford 
University's Bishop Guild Invitational in January, the team succeeded in both the novice and varsity division. In late January, the squad 
sent three teams to the Barkley Forum Invitational at Emory University, the most Varsity teams that MBA has sent in the last decade.

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Archbishop Romero's Life 
on MBA's Stage 

On October 24, MBA's production of Nick 
Patricca's play, The Fifth Sun, came in second- 
place in the state at the Tennessee Theater 
Association's one-act play competition. The play, 
directed by Dr. Rick Seay (79), represented 
Tennessee at the Southeastern Theatre 
Convention's annual conference in March. The 
Fifth Sun is a highly theatrical piece that tells the 
story of Archbishop Oscar Romero. On March 
24, 1980, Romero, Archbishop of San Salvador, 
was assassinated during Mass. The very powerful 
play presents the story of the people and the 
forces that transformed an ordinary man into a 
courageous leader.
